In the interview, the topics discussed are mainly related to the amendments filed by filed 
on 10/8/2004, not to the rejections set forth in nonfinal rejection (paper #6.) The amendments 
have not reached Examiner Chen. The interview was based on the information related to the 
amendments provided by Mr. Rinehart. Mr. Rinehart pointed out that Astle (US patent 
6,026,190) does not teaches the following features recited in the amended claims: 

— "unweighted median filtering" in amended Claim 1; 
"median filtering a prediction residual" in amended Claim 6; 

— "a second kernel shape different from the first kernel shape" in amended Claim 13. 
In the interview, Examiner Chen requested the Applicants to point out support for the 

term "unweighted median filtering", because a median filtering is inherently weighted because 
the selected pixel is weight "1" and the other pixels are weighted "0". Furthermore, the 
relationship between cutoff frequency of a filter and size of filter kernel was also discussed. 

Examiner Chen listened to Mr. Rinehaifs arguments and promised to consider 
thoroughly upon receiving the amendments and to provide detailed reason/ground about 
positive/negative responses to Mr. Rinehaifs arguments.
